“The speculntive interest of the street, in
view of the events now transpiring In Europe,
is very naturally more manifest In the Gold
Room than elsewhere; but to-day the Stock Ex-
change was siirred from its ong somnolency
aud aroused into something like nctivity by
rumors that the rival railway corporations have
concluded a treaty of peace anent the expected
movements of the erops thia fall and in further
ance of the corporate agalust the Individaal
interests of the public. -

“'Gold was the feature In the beginning of and
throughout the day. In the foremoon it was
weak, hut comparatively steady. Toward mid-
day a quotation of 852¢ for our five-twenties in
London produced some unessiness in view of
rumors that the French army had made a gtub-
born stand, and of opinions that the war in
Europe would be only the more bitter and pro-
tracted for the first reverss to the French
arms, The effect was an allvance in gold to
118%¢, the highest point of the day, Thence-
forward it grew wenk, and as the foreien bank-
ers were bold and unhesitating sellers on the
theory that the war was nearer an end with the
repulse of Napoleon than if he had made n tri-
umphal crossing of the Rhine, the price yielded
to 117%, whence, under reports that Napo-
leon was dead, his ailments, being agera-
vated by the excitement of his defeat, having
proved euddenly fatal, it fell to 115!, the de-
cline to that point being nssisted by sales of
long gold, which was forced upon the market
through the obliteration of the speenlators'
marging. The short interest in the market
has heen and is still very large. Hence the
price did not remain longer than & moment at
1111, but under purchases by the bears, ran up
to 118 and eventually to 118%;, when it was an-
nounced that a miilion zold had been cleared
through the Custom House for export to-morrow,
and that the Iate.steamer to-morrow would
doubtless, increase this ficure by a large per-
centage,”

LoxpoN, “ucitlay, Aug, 9.— Letters from

Metz speak in ithe most undisguised wuy of the
calamitous and fabulous ineapacity of the Em-
yveror. Marshal Lebouf and all the mulitary
dandies composing the military staff of the
army utterly lost the confidence of the army, and
the change in the command was an absolute ne-
cessity to prevent mutiny.

All this while, there is no oilicial news what.-
ever of the whereabouts of the Prussian army,
